T3E EKD REACHED AT LAST, 


The Jury in the Cronin Case Reaches 


Its Conclusions. 


BEGGS 
IS FOUND 
NOT 
GUILTY. 


K unze Gets T h ree Y ears a n d th e 
O th ers Life Im p riso n m en t — 
C om m ents on th e V erdict. 


[SPECIAL DISPATCHES TO THE RECORD-UNION.] 


Chicago, D ecem ber 16th.—One of the most 
m em o able trials in th e crim inal history of 
Am erica closed this afternoon w hen the jury 
im paneled three m onths ago rendered its ver­ 
dict in the Crouin case. 
T hat the return of this ju ry w ith a verdict 
an d not a disagreem ent is th e source of m uch 
congratulation in the public m ind, and although 
there is naturally m uch division of sentim ent 
on th e guest ion of approval of the verdict, the 
sense or relief w hich is experienced at the final 
culm ination of th e case is uuanim ous. How­ 
ever bitter m ay have been the feelings engen­ 
dered by the two factions into w hich the Irish 
factions have been divided in the case, it can ­ 
not fail to be a source of congratulation to Judee 
M cfvmnell th at his im partial conduct as presid­ 
ing Judge has been such as to win for him not 
only the applause of both these opposing fac­ 
tions, but th e approval a ike of the leading 
jurists of th e land upon the validity of his rul­ 
ings. 
As th e Court convenfd a t 2 p. 3t to receive 
the verdict of the jury, there was a m om entary 
silence as the vast audience breathlessly aw aited 
th e first w ords of Judge 
McConnell as he 
m ounted th e bench. 
“ The ju ry is prepared to m ake a return in this 
case,” said nit* Honor, “but I observe th a t Mr. 
D onahoe, counsel for O’S ullivan and K unze, is 
absent.” 
“ I have been requested to represent Mr. Don­ 
ahoe,” said Mr. Forrest. 
T he Court announced his satisfaction at the 
arrangem ent, and a moment, la’e rth e door lead­ 
ing from the jail op?ned and the five defend­ 
an ts m arched in to receive the announcem ent 
of th eir fate. 
H ardly a sound was heard, as every eye in 
th e audience tu rn ed tow ard John K. Beggs,who 
Jed the procession. The face of the Senior 
G uardian of t am p 2 
was pa’o and anxious 
looking, but he faced the stare of the audience 
boldly. 
D aniel Coughlin affected his usual indiffer­ 
ence. but his restless, furtive eye betokened th e 
terrible m ental suspense the ex-detcetive cx- 
perienced as he aw aited the dread announce­ 
m ent. 
H ardly a ]>erson in th e Court-room succeeded 
iu catching the eye of P atrick O’Sullivau. 
His 
looks were directed tow ard the floor and w hat­ 
ever em otion he m ay have felt at th is critical 
m om ent was not shown. 
M artin B urke's face flushed for m om ent as he 
approached his seat, but im m ediately afterw ard 
his features regained th eir natu ral expression, 
an d w ith an affected nonchalance he resum ed 
the chew ing o f gum . as has been his w out d u r­ 
ing the course of the trial. 
For the first tim e since his arrest the little 
G erm an. John Kunze. seem ed to appreciate the 
gravity of his situation, and his usual air of 
jauntiness was absent. 
As the audience were contem plating the pris­ 
oners and com m enting upon th eir dem eanor, 
th e noise of m any footsteps was again suddenly 
heard w ithout, and a m om ent later the tw elve 
m en in whose judgm ent reposed th e lives of the 
defendants entered the room, headed by Fore­ 
m an Clarke. 
Every prisoner 
sim ultaneously turned his 
eye* u»*on the jurors as if to read in th eir im ­ 
passive features the secret of the verdict, but 
there was no s u n to give them hope or fear. 
“T he Clerk will call the roll of ju ro rs.” 
Every person iu the audience started as the 
sound of the Judge’s voice broke the silence, 
only to add deep r aw e to th e solem nity of the 
occasion. 
Slowly th e iurors answ ered to th eir nam es, 
and the tw elve m en were announced to be 
present. 
"G entlem en,” said the Court, “ I understand 
you have reached a conclusion in this case?” 
W ith a bow Forem an Clarke took from his 
pocket a large envelope and handed it to the 
Judge, w ho in to rn handed it to the Clerk. 
“ The Clerk w ill read the verdict,” said the 
Court. *• 
Instantly there was a hush so profound, th at 
as th e Clerk tore open the envelope the sound 
fell distinctly upon the anxious cars. A m o­ 
m ent later th is anxiety becam e painful in its 
intensity, as th e sonorous Clerk began reading 
the v erd ict: 
“ We, the jury, find defendant John F. Beggs 
not guilty. We, th e jury, find defendant John 
Kunze guilty of m anslaughter, as charged in 
the indictm ent, and fix the puuiebm eni a t im ­ 
prisonm ent in th e Penitentiary for th e term of 
three years. 
We, th e jury, find defendants 
D aniel Coughlin, P atrick O’Sullivan and Martin 
Burke guilty of m urder in the m anner and form 
as charged in th e indictm ent, and fix the pen 
alty at im prisonm ent in th e Penitentiary for the 
term of th eir natural lives. ’ 
Sim ultaneously w ith the announcem ent of 
the verdict Coughlin, O’Sullivau and Burke 
turned deathly pale, w hile Kunze started sud­ 
denly from his scat and a m om ent later dropped 
his head upon his breast and burst in to tears. 
Beggs’ face was lum inous w ith ioy, and im m e­ 
d iately after the polling of th e jury he arose 
from am id the prisoners, w alked over to the 
jury-box and during the breathless lull th a t fol­ 
low ed shook forem an Cook’s hand heartily and 
said, “Gentlem en, I thank you. 
I tru -t th e fu ­ 
tu re m ay confirm your judgm ent upon me, and 
th a t you will never regret th at you found me 
not guilty of this terrible charge. 
T he only sound th a t broke th e stillness fol­ 
low ing this was the deep sobs of little Kunze, 
He burst out w ith : “God know s I am innoceut. 
I never was in Lakeview th at night. Oh, God 
know s I am innocent, gentlem en !” 
O’Sullivan was the^only one of the other 
three prisoners w ho fonnd refuge iu tears. For 
a m om ent they trickled dow n h ;s cheeks, but a 
m om ent later bis black eyes flashed w ith de­ 
fiance or a revival o ' courage, and, dashing his 
h an d across his brow, he brac<d up iu his seat 
and cast a longiug glance around the Court­ 
room. 
T he only evidence o f terror to be perceived 
in C oughlin was the increased pallor th at over­ 
spread his face as he fully realized the signifi­ 
cance of the sentence of life im prisonm ent, and 
his lips tw itched nervously duiin g the colloquy 
th a t followed betw een the attorney and the 
Court relative to the m otion for a new trial. 
M artin Burke was unquestionably th e least 
affectea of the prisoners 
His unusually florid 
face iOok on a slight pallor ns th e verdict was 
announced, but a m om ent later his jaw s again 
began the m ethodical m astication of gum as 
regularly as at any previous tim e during the 
tnaJ. 
As the verdict was announced and the large 
audience contem plated little 
Kunze’s grief. 
Beggs turned to a reporter en d said : “ it’s a 
sham e to senteuce Kunze. Poor little fellow ! 
1 th iu k he is as innocent as I am . It’s a d 
d 
sham e to send him to th e p enitentiary for throe 
years. 
He had no m ore idea of being found 
guilty than you had .” 
T he com m ents am ong the audience w ere va­ 
rious. Both Irish factious were w ell repre­ 
sented, and n aturally took 
opposite views. 
C ronin’s friends were ind ig n an t at the verdict. 
“ I t’s a sham e,” said Hon. P. W. D unne, “ a 
sham e and a travesty upon justice.” 
H is sentim ent found echo from a dozen Irish ­ 
m en near him , w hile only a dozen leet away 
m em bers of th e other factions w ere c^ngratu 
lating them selves an d th e prisoners th a t the 
verdict was no worse, a~d th e friends of Beggs 
w ere elbow ing th eir way through to grasp the 
hands of the Senior Gu «rdlan of Cam p 20 in fe 
licitation upon fiis exoneration. 
Forrest, on behalf of the four convicted de­ 
fendant*. entered th e accustom ed m otion for a 
new trial. 
A fter considerable discussion th e Judge fixed 
Jan u ary 13.h as the day on w hich the motion 
for a new trial would be argued, and the pris 
oners w ere taken back to jail. K unze was still 
cr>ing. and w ent ou t of the door w ith tears ru n ­ 
n in g down his face and still m uttering and sob­ 
bing to him self. 
B urke followed Kunze, and as he passed 
w hispered to Forrest and sm iled. 
He seem ed 
entirely unconcerned 
O’Sullivan followed, 
lcokiug Dale and sallow , bu t not different from 
his ostial appearance. Coughlin was th e last of 
the prisoners to leave, and as he stalked out he 
h a lf turned and looked back in the Court-room 
as if expecting to find some friend. 
The door 
clanged behind th e bailiff, who brought up the 
rear, and the Cronin trial was over. 
It was not u ntil after noon to d a y th at the 
ju ry finally cam e to a verdict, aud then it was 
th a t ju ro r Culver, who had been voting for ac- 
quital for all th e defendants since the ju ry w ent 
o ut, consented to a com prom ise. The other 
jurors w ere for hanging Burke, Coughlin and 
O’Sullivan, w hile he was for lettin g them all 
off. C ulver finally agreed to a li e sentence for 
three. The ju ry was practically unanim ous on 
th e subject o f Beggs’ acquital. and but little 
tim e was needed to fix Kunze’s term . 
INTERVIEW WITH THE JUDGE. 
“ W hat do you th in k of th e veidict Judge?” 
asked the Associated Press representative of 
Judge McConnell after th e adjournm ent of 
Court for the day. 
“Ju d icially of course I can pass no opinion 
upon th e ir verdict. As an individual, however, 
an d w ithout being cognizant of all th e pro­ 
ceedings in the ju ry room, I m ight say I th in k 
the verdict is th e result of the probable objec­ 
tion of some of th e jurors to th e death penalty 
on circum stantial evidence.” 
“Mr. Culver probably ?” 
“ No, not K r. Culver, necessarily. 
I u nder­ 
stand he was in favor of acquittal from the 
sttfrt. It was only a 'te r a long and harassing 
•deliberation th at he finally agreed w ith the 
rest upon this verdict. You will probably find 
Mr. C ulver was not the only m an upon th e Jury 
w ho was opposed to the hanging of the three 
principal defendants.” 
“ But the jnrois all sworn in, w hen being ex­ 
am ined a* to th eir com petence, saidtfiey had no 
conscientious sc uples against capital p u nish­ 
m ent on circum stantial evidence.” 
"T h at is all true, but behind a llth ise a e h m an 
probably had a m enta reservation th at th e ev i­ 
dence m ust be convincing beyond a reasonable 
doubt. 
Now, if some of these m eu should th in k 
there was even the faintest shadow of a doubt as 
to th e g H iitn f these three m eu do you not see 
how natu ral it would b e fa r them to m entally 
resolve to com prom ise th e m atter w ith th eir 
conscience, no m atter how conclusive th eir 
judgm ent m ight be, by favoring life im prison­ 


m ent in lieu of th e death penaltv, all because 
the case was one of circum stantial evidence.” 
“ I believe you feel relieved at there not being 
a disagreem ent.” 
“ I no, most assuredly, although if the jury 
had disagreed, au d it becam e necessary to try 
the case agaiu I should not have flinched from 
presiding over the sam e case agaiu.” 
’ At about 4 o’clock an Associated Press repre­ 
sentative w ent to the jail and found the four 
convicted defendants out in the corridor w ith 
the other inm ates, tak in g th eir usual exercise 
before supper. 
K unz seem ed to hold him selt ap art from the 
other prisoners aud rem ained in his cell, refus­ 
ing to be comfor ed in his m isfortune. 
Coughlin and O’Sullivan were at th e entrance 
o f th e cage discussing the case wi h a couple of 
the m em bers of Cam p 20, who had called to 
offer th eir sym pathy or congratulations, who 
knows w hich. A t the approach of the press 
representatives they quickly lapsed into silence, 
and the visitors departed. 
A note was subsequently sent to Coughlin and 
his com panion, requesting an interview , and 
they finally approachtd th e cage. 
“I am sorry to disappoint you,” said Cough­ 
lin. very courteously, “ but I do not desire to be 
interview ed.” 
“ But w hat is your opinion of th e verdict?” 
“I am afraid I shall have to refer you to Mr. 
Forreat, m y attorney, for an answ er to th at 
question.” 
“ Are you disappointed at th e verdict?” 
“ W ell, I suppose no m an regards the verdict 
of life im prisonm ent w ith any p articu lar en­ 
thusiasm ,” said the ex-detective grim ly, “but, 
really, gentlem en. I m ust decline to be in ­ 
terview ed.” W ith this sentence Coughlin re­ 
tired. p ’.easanily bowing a good evening as he 
went. 
I t was evident to all th at the prisoner was in 
a mood very near e¡atijn , and t j Dan Coughlin 
a t least the verdict was a source o f self-e jngrat- 
ulation 
His habitual mood during confine­ 
m ent during the past six m onths has been one 
of taciturnitv, but this evening a bright sm ile 
illum inated his face and his step was light aud 
buoyant. 
Iu another departm ent M artin Burke was 
found w alking up aud dow n sm oking a cigar. 
He seem ed entirely composed and gooa-natured 
as he greeted th e Associated Press reporter. 
“ Well, Burke, w hat do you th iu k of it? ’ 
“Oh, I am done saying a w ord,” said the 
*oung Irishm an. “ The Chicago papers have 
had enough to sav about m e already, and I 
don’t w ant to give them any excuse for any 
m ore.” 
“ But don’t include us in your general dam na­ 
tion.” 
“ I am n o t d a m n iD g th e p a p e rs ,” s a id Burke. 
"I h a v e n o th in g a g a in s t th e m , but I guess they 
can get a lo n g w ithout m e.” 
A ll efforts to extract com m ents from Burke on 
the verdict w ere vain. 
He expressed him self 
as being delighted to converse on w hat he 
term ed “social topics.” but on 4 this other busi­ 
ness,” as he called it, w ith a jerk of his head 
tow ards the Court room, he was as dum b as au 
oyster. 
INDIGNANT JURORS 
After the ju ry were discharged this afternoon, 
am l w hile the gentlem en were w aiting for their 
certificates, a crow d of reporters besieged them 
for inform ation about w hat bad transpired in 
the jury-room and the cause of the long delay. 
“ It’s no use,” said ju ro r M arlor; “ we agreed 
not to say anything. 
From w hat I have heard 
since I got back into the world, the new spapers 
have been doing some pretty tall lying. Ju ro r 
Culver was not the cause of the delay, and 
there w asn’t any unpleasantness or any knock­ 
down, as one paper has declared.” 
Ju ro r North was angry at the statem ent m en­ 
tioned above, aud said : “The m an w ho w r te 
the story of a row in th e jury-room ought to be 
punished. There was no trouble at all. au d we 
passed the tim e as pleasantly as we could under 
the circnnntanees.” 
C ulver laughed good-naturediy w hen told 
about the stories th at had been published about 
him . 
He said he had not read any of th e a r­ 
ticles and could not talk about them . 


LONGENECKER NOT PLEASED. 
Judge Longeneeker, w hen asked if he was 
satisfied w ith th e verdict, replied th a t it was a 
com prom ise verdict, and th a t’s all an y b o ly 
could say about it. 
It was quite plain th a t the State’s Attorney 
was not pleased w ith the outcorre of the case. 


JUROR JOHN CUI.VER. 
Juror John Culver was seen at his hom e 
in Evanston ib is 
evening. 
He 
refused to 
m ake auy statem ent as to w hat took place in 
the jnry-room , or w hether or not he was the 
dissenting m em ber. All he would say was : “ I 
took w hat to me was the only ju st course.” Mr. 
Culver w arm ly deuiod th e stories of quarrels 
am ong the jurors. 
HE WILL HUNT THE MURDERERS. 
John F. Beggs left th e jail th is afternoon soon 
after the Court hart adjourned, in com pany w ith 
his law yers and fr ends. As he stepped into the 
street, a free m an, Beggs was heard to say: “ I’m 
going to spend the rest of my life hu n tin g down 
the m en who killed C ronin.” Beggs spent a few 
minut* s at his office and th en hurried home, 
w here ho positively refused to receive callers 
this evening 
DAN COUGHLIN’S WIFE. 
W hen the verdict was read this afternoon 
Dan C oughlin’s wife and little girl w ere sit­ 
ting out in the m ain corridor of the C rim inal 
Court building, w hen some one rushed into 
the corridor aud called out the result. Mr*. 
Gm ffhlin p/vped, stood erect, shriokod, and 
fell boc k into h er chair. She buried h er face 
in h er hands and m onned w ildly. The child, 
too, began to cry loudly. 
Mr*. W halen, O’S ullivan’s sister-in-law , was 
standing by and turning savagely upon the 
m en who were silently w atching Mrs. Cough 
lin, ex claim e d : "O h, you cut-throats. You 
tried your best to hang them , and now yon 
hang arouug to gloat at us in our m i-erv.” 
She then followed Mrs. Coughlin into a private 
room.

W a s h in g t o n , D ecem ber 16th.—Amo^g th e pe­ 
titions aD d m em orials presented in the Senate 
were several for th e passage of the pension law 
as prepared by the Pension Com m ittee of the 
G rand Army, one for the adm ission of Wyoming 
a s a State, one in favor of the Blair educational 
bill, one from th e Chicago Board of Trade for 
one cent letter postage, and several for a Sundav 
rest bill 
The House jo in t resolution for printing th e 
agricultural report for 18S9passed, w ith am end­ 
m ents fixing the num ber or copies at 400,000 and 
appropriating $200,000 for th* cost. 
Among th e bilis reported from th e com m ittees 
and placed on the calendar w as one allow ing 
California five per cent, net on the proceeds of 
th e public land sales of th at State.

Senator Stanford introduced the following 
bills: Providing f -r refunding to the States and 
Territories of th e direct taxes collected during 
th e war; to allow Charles M urphy to carrv cer 
tain claim s to the Court of Claim s for adjudica­ 
tion ; appropriating $200,000 for a public building 
at San J. iego; appropriating $250,000 for a public

C a p ta in 
S h e p a rd , C o m m a n d e r 
o f th e 
I tic lia r d R u sh , P ro m o te d . 
N ew Yo r k, D ecem ber 16th.—Commodore A. 
E. B atem an, of th is city, received a telegram 
from Secretary ol the T reasury W indom, an­ 
nouncing th a t C aptain Leonard G. Shepard, of 
the R ichard Rush, now stationed at San F ran­ 
cisco, had been ordered to W ashington at once 
to take the po ition of ch ief of th e revenue m a­ 
rine division. 
“ This appointm ent will m eet w ith the u n i­ 
versal approval of the m en in the service,” said 
one of th e officers. 
“The is no m ore popular of­ 
ficer in the service th an C aptain S hepard.” 
“ W hat is the n atu re oí th e position?” was 
asked by a reporter. 
“The C hief of Division is the com m anding of­ 
ficer of th e entire service. 
He gives orders to 
the revenue vessels of the Governm ent, and has 
u nder him a large force o f officers and m en.” 
“ Then the appointm ent is a prom otion for 
C aptain Shepard ?” 
"C ertainly, for it is the highest honor he could 
obtain in his own particular service—a position, 
too, th a t no other officer in the service has ever 
been given, 
it has bfcen the rule heretofore to 
give the place to a civilian, and Shepard is the

“ W hat is the secret of his exception ?” 

The ability and popularity of 
Shepard, an d liis friendship w ith Commodore

C aptain Shepard was a boy he ran aw ay from 
hom e, entered the revenue m arine service ami 
steadily rose to his present position.

B o st o n . D ecem ber 16th.—Vice-President R ein­ 
h art of the Atchison was interview ed to-dav on 
th e statem ent m ade Saturday by the com pany 
th at $1 8/00 000 of outsranding bonds ra d been 
turned in, in agreem ent w ith th e article* of re- 
oigaulzation, and th a t the schem e was a snc- 
ee-s. 
He s&id it wa* all due to th e rem arkable loy­ 
alty of th e New England peop’e to w hat they 
considered th eir own private property. Of the 
outstanding $24.000,000 bondc. they were scat­ 
tered all over th e country in sm all block*1, and 
it w ould take som e tim e to get them in. This 
had cansed th e D ir ctors to ex ten d th e tim e of 
the redum ption w ithout a penalty to Decem ber 
31st, when most all would be on band 
This 
now leaves the com pany w ithout a dollar debt, 
w hen this tim e last year it had $1,200,004 float­ 
ing. 
T he com pany now has in h an d $5,000,000 cash 


to expend in repairs and im provem ents, aud ] 
extensive w ork- in this line are to be begun im­ 
m ediately. This is besides the $9.000 000 new 
general m ortgages provided for. w hich together 
leaves a cash capital of $3,500,000, leaving the 
fixed charges conservatively below w hat tbev 
can earn iu the very worst y ars. 
It s said th e p epariug of this fchem e is a gi­ 
gantic undertaking, necessitating the constant 
work of a sm all arm y of m athem aticians from 
Septem ber 25th to October 15th to w o rt out the 
assurance th at th e proposition would b* a suc­ 
cess if adopted. The Lew bonds w ill begin to 
be delivered to-m orrow m orning by tlie three 
bank-note com panies of New York m aking 
them , and the work of signing them will at once 
be begun.

N e w Y o r k , Decem ber 16th.—7 he attack on 
the Chinese Restriction Act continues. Resolu­ 
tions recently adopted by th e New York C ham ­ 
ber of Commerce are now supplem ented by the 
publication of a com m unication to th e sam e 
body from Russel & Co. 
The com m unication sets forth u nder date of 
Canton, Novem ber 7th, th a t inform ation has 
been asked^ for by the questions propounded by 
the New York C ham ber of Commerce. There 
are three questions: The first is w hether Am er­ 
ican interests in China are suffering by reason 
of the restriction law; th e second is, w hat are 
th e m oral, m ental and physical characteristics 
of th a t class ol' th e Chinese population w hich, 
by the law , is excluded from The U nited States, 
aud the th ird is, is it your opinion th at the ad ­ 
m ission of the above m entioned class would 
c v eu tu illy prove injurious to the people of the 
United States an d its institutions, and if not, do 
you th in k th e adm ission of this class of Chi­ 
nese would be a benefit, and iu w hal way ? 
R ussell & Co. say in substance to the first 
question th at they attach little im portance to 
th e rum ored boycott of Am erican m erchandise 
at Shanghai; th a t w hile the railroad p an t for 
new railw ays in N orih C hina has been ordered 
from Europe, the reason probably is th at Eu­ 
ropean m aterials erst 1 ss th an in Canton. 
We can point to no direct tangible suffering in ­ 
flicted on A m erican interests because of the 
law; but th e hostility of the Chinese, w hile 
th^y will bay anything suited to th eir needs, 
w ithout regard to its origin, has beeu increased 
by reason of Am erican legislation. 
This legislation is felt by th e ruling dosser 
keenly; now this displeasure is shown is es fol­ 
lows: A m ericans are denied the right to reside 
in The Interior, although none yet are pre­ 
vented from doing so. 
The passage of kero­ 
sene to the interior under a t n m it pass is re­ 
fused because of A m erican legislation.

coughing, followed by a h gh fever and an ex ­ 
ceedingly rapid pulse, w hich at tim es reached 
120 to the m inute. 
Since then seven other m em bers of th e family 
have been alt-ek ed l*v th e disease. The h ealth 
officers say it is not dangerous, but if i? becomes 
epidem ic all ca- es w Jl be quarantined. 
The treatm ent is to spray the affected m em ­ 
brane freely and frequently w ith a solution of 
quiuiue aud internal adm inistration o f quinine, 
belladonna aud cam phor.

H edrich publishes facsim iles o f origi­ 
n al letters from M eissner in confirm a ion of h is 
»tatem ents and e tiir.utes his pecuniary »oss at 
over 100,0 0 florins.

T3E END REACHED AT LAST, 


The Jury in the Cronin Case R eacts 


Its Concisions. 


BEGGS IS FOUND 
NOT 
GUILTY, 


K unze G ets T h ree Y ears a n d th e 
O th e rs L ife Im p riso n m e n t — 
C om m ents on th e V erdict.

Chicago, D ecem ber 16th.—One of the most 
m em o able trials in the crim inal history of 
A m erica closed this afternoon w hen the jury 
im paneled three m onths ago rendered its ver­ 
dict in the Crouin case. 
T hat the return of this jury w ith a verdict 
an d not a disagreem ent is the source of m uch 
congratulation in th e public m ind, and although 
th ere is n aturally m uch division of sentim ent 
on the question of approval of the verdict, the 
sense of relief w hich is experienced at the final 
culm ination of the case is uuanim ous. How­ 
ever bitter m ay have been the feelings engen­ 
dered by the two factions into w hich the Irish 
factions have been divided in th e case, it can ­ 
not fail to be a 6ourceof congratulation to Ju d 2e 
McConuell th at his im partial conduct as presid­ 
ing Judge has been such as to win for him not 
only the applause of both these opposing fac­ 
tions, bu t the approval a ike of th e leading 
jurisis of the land upon the validity of his rul­ 
ings. 
As the Court coavenfd at 2 r. m to receive 
the verdict of th e jury, there was a m om eutary 
silence as th e vast audience breathlessly aw aited 
th e first words of Judge 
McConnell as he 
m ounted th e bench. 
“The jury is prepared to m ake a return in this 
case,’’ said bis Honor, “but I observe th a t Mr. 
Donahoe, counsel for O’Sullivan and K unze, is 
absent.” 
“ I have been requested to represent Mr. Don- 
ahoe,” said Mr. Forrest. 
T he Court announced his satisfaction at the 
arrangem ent, and a m om en7 la*erthe door lead ­ 
ing from th e jail opened and th e five defend­ 
ants m arched in to receive the announcem ent 
of th eir fate. 
H ardly a sound was heard, as every eye in 
th e audience tu rn ed tow ard John F. Beggs,who 
led th e procession. The face of th e Senior 
G uardian of t am p 2 
was pa’e and anxious 
looking, but he faced the stare of th e audience 
boldly. 
D aniel Coughlin affected his usual indiffer­ 
ence, but his restless, furtive eye betokened the 
terrible m ental suspense th e ex-detective ex ­ 
perienced as he aw aited the dread announce­ 
m ent. 
H ardly a i*?rson in the Court-room succeeded 
in catching th e eye of P atrick O’Sullivau. 
His 
looks were directed tow ard th e floor and w hat­ 
ever em otion he m ay have felt at th is critical 
m om ent was not shown. 
M artin B urke’s face flushed for m om ent as he 
approached his seat, but im m ediately afterw ard 
his features reeained th eir natu ral expression, 
and w ith an affected nonchalance he resum ed 
the chew ing of gum . as has been his w ont d u r­ 
ing t he course of the trial. 
For th e first tim e since his arrest th e little 
G erm an. John Kunze, seem ed to appreciate the 
gravity of his rituarion, and his usual air of 
jau n tin ess was absent. 
As th e audience w ere contem plating the pris­ 
oners and com m enting upon th eir dem eanor, 
the noise of m any lootsteps was again suddenly 
heard w ithout, and a m om ent later the tw elve 
m en in whose judgm ent reposed the lives of the 
defendants entered th e room, headed by Fore­ 
m an Clarke. 
Every prisoner 
sim ultaneously turned his 
eye* u i-on the jurors as if to read ’ iu th eir lrn- 
pass’ve features the secret of the verdict, but 
there was no ti« n to give them hope or fear. 
“ T he Clerk will call the roll o f ju ro rs.” 
Every person iu the audience started as the 
sound of the Judge’s voice broke the silence, 
only to add deep ?r aw e to the solem nity of the 
occasion. 
Slowly the iurors answ ered to th eir nam es, 
and the tw elve m en w ere aLnounced to be 
present. 
“G entlem en,” said the Court, “ I understand 
you have reached a conclusion in this case?” 
W ith a bow Forem an Clarke took from his 
pocket a large envelope and handed it to the 
Judge, who in turn handed it to the Clerk. 
“T he Clerk w ill read the verdict,” said th e 
Court. * 
Instantly there was a hush so profound, th at 
as th e Clerk tore open the envelope th e sound 
fell distinctly upon th e anxious ears. A mo­ 
m ent later this anxiety becam e painful in its 
intensity, as the sonorous Clerk began reading 
the v e rd ic t: 
“ We, the jury, find defendant John F. Becgs 
not guilty. We, tne jury, find defendant John 
Kunze guilty of m anslaughter, as charged in 
th e indictm ent, and fix the puuiebm ent at im ­ 
prisonm ent in tn e P enitentiary for the term of 
th ree years. We, th e ju ry , find defendants 
D aniel Coughlin, P atrick O 'Sullivan and M artin 
B urke guilty of m urder in the m anner and form 
as charged in th e indictm ent, and fix th e pen 
alty at im prisonm ent in the Penitentiary for the 
term of th eir natu ral lives. ’ 
Sim ultaneously w ith th e announcem ent of 
the verdict Coughlin. O’Sullivan and Burke 
turned deathly pale, w hile Kunze started sud­ 
denly from his seat and a m om ent later dropped 
his h ead upon his breast and burst into tears. 
Beggs’ face was lum inous w ith ioy, and im m e­ 
diately after the polling of the jury he arose 
lrom 'am id the prisoners, w alked over to the 
jury-box and during the breathless lull th a t fol­ 
low ed shook forem an Cook’s hand heartily and 
said, “G entlem en, I thank you. I tm -t the iu- 
tu-e m ay confirm your judgm ent upon me, and 
th a t you w ill never regret th at you found me 
not guilty of this terrible charge. 
T he only sound th at broke the stillness fol­ 
low ing this was th e deep sobs of little Kunze, 
He burst out w ith : “ God knows I am innocent. 
I never was in Lakeview th at night. Oh, God 
know» I am innocent, gentlem en ! 
O’Sullivan was the only one of the other 
three prisoners who found refuge in tears. For 
a m om ent they trickled dow n h is cheeks, but a 
m om ent later his black eyes flashed w ith de­ 
fiance or a revival o.* courage, and, dashing his 
hand across his brow, he b ractd up in his seat 
and cast a loDgiug glance around th e Court­ 
room. 
T he only evidenc5 of terror to be perceived 
in Coughlin was th e in cree sod pallor th at over­ 
spread his face as he fully realized the siguifi- 
cauce of the sentence of lifr* im prisonm ent, and 
his lips tw itched nervously d u im g th e colloquy 
th at followed betw een the a fo rn e y and the 
C ourt relative to the m otion for a new trial. 
M artin Burke was unquestionably the least 
affectca of the prisoners 
His unusually florid 
fa c e^ o o k o n a slight pallor ns the verdict was 
announced, but a m om eut later his jaw s again 
begau the m ethodical m astication of gum as 
regularly as at any previous tim e d u rin g the 
tn al. 
As the verdict was announced and the large 
audience contem plated little K unze’s grief. 
Beggs turned to a reporter an d said : “ Iv’s a 
sham e to sentence Kunze. Poor little fellow ! 
1 th in k he is as innocent as I am . It’s a d 
d 
sham e to send him to the p enitentiary for three 
years. 
He had no m ore idea of being found 
guilty th an you had .” 
T he com m ents am ong the audience w ere va­ 
rious. 
Both Irish factious w ere w ell repre­ 
sented. and naturally took 
opposite views. 
C ronin’s friends were indignant at th e verdict. 
“ It’s a sham e,” said Hon. P. W. D unne, “ a 
shem e and a travesty upon justice.” 
llis sentim ent found echo from a dozen Irish ­ 
m en r e a r him , w hile only a dozen feet away 
m em bers of the other factions were c-m gratu 
latin g them selves and the p riso n e r th a t the 
verdict was no worse, a^d the friends of Beggs 
w ere elbow ing th eir way through lo grasp the 
bands of the beDior Gu *rdlan of Cam p 20 in fe 
licitation upon bis exoneration. 
Forrest, on behalf of th e four convicted de­ 
fendant?. entered the accustom ed m o tim for a 
new trial. 
Aider considerable discussion th e Judge fixed 
Jan u ary 13.h as the day on w hich th e m otion 
for a new trial would be argued, and the pris 
oners were taken back to jail. 
Kunze was still 
cr> ing, and w ent o u t of th e door w ith tears ru n ­ 
ning down his face and still m uttering an d sob­ 
bing to him self. 
Burke followed Kunze, and as he passed 
w hispered to Forrest and sm iled. 
He seemed 
entirely unconoerned 
O’Sullivan followed, 
lcokiug nale and sallow , but not different from 
his usual appearance. 
Coughlin was the last of 
the prisoners to leave, and as he stalked out he 
h alf tu rn ed and looked back in the Court-room 
as if expecting to find some friend. 
T he door 
clangeo behind th e bail'ff. who brought up the 
rear, and the Cronin trial was over. 
It was not u n til after noon to d a y th at th e 
ju ry finally cam e to a verd ct, and then it was 
th a t ju ro r Culver, w ho had been voting for ac- 
q uital for all the defendants since th e jn ry w ent 
out, consulted to a com prom ise. T he other 
jurors were for hanging Burke, Coughlin and 
O’Sullivan, w hile ne was for lettin g them all 
off. C ulver fiually agreed to a li e sentence for 
three. The ju ry was practically unanim ous on 
the subject of Beggs’ aequital. and but little 
tim e was Deeded to fix Kunze’s term . 
INTERVIEW WITH THE JUDGE. 
“What do you think of the veidict Judge?” 
asked the Associated Press representative of 
Judge McConnell after the adjournment of 
Court for the day. 
“Judicially of coarse I can pass no opinion 
upon their verdict, 
a s an individual, however, 
and without being cognizant of all the pro­ 
ceedings in the jnry room, I might say I think 
the verdict is the result of the probable objec­ 
tion o f some of the jurors to the death penalty 
on circum stantial evidence.” 
"Mr. Culver probably ?” 
“No, not Mr. Culver, necessarily. 
I under­ 
stand he was in favor of acquittal from the 
strfrt. It was only a'ter a long and harasrir.g 
^deliberation that he finally agreed with the 
rest upon this verdict. You w ill probably find 
Mr. Culver was not the only man upon the Jury 
who was opposed to the hanging of the three 
principal defendant?.” 
“ But the jurors all sworn in, w hen being ex­ 
am ined a? to th eir com petenee. said they had no 
conscientious sc uples against capital p u nish­ 
m ent ou circum stantial evidence.” 
“ T hat is all true, but behind a llth ise a c h m an 
probably had a m er ta reservation th at the evi­ 
dence m ust be convincing beyond a reasonan’e 
doubt. 
Now, if sem e of these m en should think 
there wa? even th e faintest shadow of adoubt& s 
to th e guilt of these three m eu do you not see 
how n atu ral it w ould be fur them to m entally 
resolve to com prom ise the m atter w ith th eir 
conscience, no ‘m atter how concltfrive th eir 
judgm ent m ight be, by favoring life im prison­ 


m ent in lieu of th e death penalty, all because 
th e case was one of circum stantial evidence.” 
“ I believe you feel relieved at there no t being 
a disagreem ent.” 
“ I do, most assuredly, although if the jury 
had disagreed, an d it becam e necessary to try 
th e case agaiu I should not have flinched lrom 
presidingover the sam e case again.” 
At about 4 o’clock an Associated Pres? repre­ 
sentative w ent to th e jail and found th e four 
convicted defendants out in the corridor w ith 
th e other inm ates, taking th eir usual exercise 
before supper. 
K unz seem ed to hold him selt apart from the 
o ther prisoners and rem ained in his cell, refus­ 
ing to be comfor ed in his m isfortune. 
Coughlin and O’Sullivan were at the entrance 
o f th e cage discussing the case wi h a couple of 
the m em bers of Cam p 20, who bad called to 
Offer th eir sym pathy or congratulation?, who 
know s w hich. A t the approach of th e press 
representatives they quickly lapsed into silence, 
and the visitors departed. 
A note was subsequently sent to Coughlin and 
his com panion, requesting an interview , and 
they finally approached th e cage. 
am sorry to disappoint you,” said Cough­ 
lin, very courteously, “ but I do not desire to be 
interview ed." 
“ But w hat is your opinion of the verdict?” 
“ 1 am afraid I 6hall have to reier you to Mr.

“ Are you disappointed at the verdict?” 
“ Well, I suppose no m an regards the verdict 
of life im prisonm ent w iih any particular en­ 
thusiasm . said the ex-detective grim ly, “but, 
really, gentlem en, I m ust decline to be in ­ 
terview ed.” W ith this sentence Coughlin re ­ 
tired, p ’easanily bowing a good evening as h« 
went. 
It was evident to all th at the prisoner was in 
a mood very n ear elation, and t j Dan Coughlin 
at least th e verdict was a source of self-c jngrat- 
ulation 
His habitual mood during confine­ 
m ent during th e past six m ouths has been one 
of taciturnity, but this evening a b right smile 
illum inated his face and his step was light and 
buoyant. 
Iu another departm ent M artin Burke was 
found w alking up an d down sm oking a cigar. 
He seem ed entirely composed and gooa-natured 
as he greeted the Associated Press reporter. 
“ Well, Burke, w hat do you th in k of it? ’ 
“ Oh, I am done saying a word,” said the 
*oung Irishm an. 
“The Chicago papers have 
had enough to say about me already, and I 
don’t w ant to give them any excuse for any 
more.” 
“ But don’t include us in your general dam na­ 
tion.” 
“ I am not dam niDg the papers,” said Burke. 
“I have nothing against them , but I guess they 
can get along w ithout m e.” 
All effwris to extract com m ents from Burke on 
the verdict w ere vain. 
He expressed him self 
as being delighted to converse on w hat he 
term ed “social topics.” but on 4 this other busi­ 
ness," as he called it, w ith a jerk of his head 
tow ards the Court room, he was as dum b as au 
oyster. 
INDIGNANT JURORS 
A fter the ju ry w ere discharged this afternoon, 
and w hile the gentlem en w ere w aiting for th eir 
certificate*, a crow d of reporters besieged them 
for inform ation about w hat had transpired in 
the ju ry room and the cause of the long delay. 
“ It’s no use,” said ju ro r M arlor; “ we agreed 
not to say anything.

W a s h in g t o n , D ecem ber 16th.—Among the pe­ 
titions and m em orials presented iu the Senate 
were several for th e passage of the pension law 
as prepared by th e Pension Com m ittee of the 
G rand Army, one for the adm ission of W yoming 
as a State, one in favor of the Blair educational 
bill, one from the Chicago Board of Trade for 
one cent letter postage, and several for a Sundav 
rest bill 
T he House jo in t resolution for printing the 
agricultural report for 1889passed, w ith am end­ 
m ents fixing the num ber or copies at 400,000 and 
appropriating 8200,000 for th* cost. 
Among the bills reported from the com m ittees 
and placed on the calendar was one allow ing 
California five per cent, net on the proceeds of 
the public land sales o f th at State. 
A inoug the bilis introduc á and referred were 
th e follow ing: 
By Stanford—For the relief of m anufacturers 
of w ine for th e establishm ent o f a gnu factory, 
for th e finishing of heavy ordnance on the Pa­ 
cific coast, aud for fortifications on the Pacific 
coast 
By Ingalls—F or th e allow ance of cum ulative 
pensions. 
By M anderson—F or wom an suffrage in all the 
States 
By Paddock—F or th e erection of a public 
building at Salt 1 ake, U tah, 8500,000. 
By M itchell— F.»r a public building at Chev 
enne, Wyoming, 8150 000. 
Senator Stanford introduced the following 
bills: Providing f-r refunding to the States and 
Terriiories of the direct taxes collected during 
the w ar; to allow C harles M urphy to earn* cer 
tain claim s to the Court of Claim s for adjudica­ 
tion ; appropriating 8200,000 for a public building 
at San J. iego; appropriating 8250,00*0 for a public 
building at O akland; extending the appropria­ 
tion lor a public building at Los Angeles to 
8300,000. 
~ 
Senator H earst introduced a bill appropriating 
8300,000 for the erection of a public building at 
San Jose. 
Senator Alien introduced a bill for the relief 
of Thom as J. M iller, allow ing him 8500 for the 
sinking of his ferryboat by soldiers to prevent 
i:s being captu.ed by hostile Indians in 1878. 
M itchell 
offered 
a resolution, w hich was 
agreed to, instructing the Judiciary Committee 
to inquire and report w hether Chinese laborers 
who have never been in th e U nited States, or 
who, having been here, have left the country, 
m ay under existing legislation be perm itted to 
enter th e U nited States for the sole purpose of 
transit across the sam e, either w ith or w ithout 
authority from the Secretan* of the Treasury. 
Senator M itchell also offe-ed a resolution 
(w hich w&s referred to th e Com m ittee on For 
eign Relations) calling on the President for 
copies of all the diplom atic correspondence be­ 
tween the United States and the G overnm ent of 
C hina since th e passage of the Chinese E xclu­ 
sión Act in October, 1888. haying reference to 
th at Act. 
Senator Frye introduced a bill of last session 
providing for the adjustm ent c f th e debt oi 
the Union and C entral Pacific Railroads. 
A 
few changes are m ade in the bill, th e m ost 
im portant of w hich are the follow ing: Any 
arrangem ent th a t the road m ay m ake shall 
not interfere w ith 
the right of the road 
to dispose of the lands in its grant, and it is 
further provided iu the plan ot the refunding 
of the six p er cent, bonds th a t there shall be 
printed across the face of each o f the new 
issue a guarantee th a t the G overnm ent will 
provide for the face value and interest. This 
is directly opposed to last year’s plan, w hich 
insisted th at the G overnm ent sh »uid not be in 
any w ay responsible for the new bonds 
The .Senate then proceeded to the considera­ 
tion of executive business. 
A fter the doors w ere reopened a concurrent 
resolution offer by I ugalls ior a holiday rec.ss 
from Thursday, Decem ber 19th. to Monday, Jan­ 
uary Cth, was agreed to —yeas 17, nays 12. 
The Senate then, on the announcem ent from 
th e House of the death of R epresentative Gav 
of Louisiana, adjourned as an additional m ark 
of respect to his m em ory.

C aptain 
Shepard» C om m an d er 
o f th e 
Itielia rd R u sh , P r o m o ted . 
N ew Yo r k. D ecem ber 16th.—Commodore A. 
E. Batem an, of th is city, received a telegram 
from Secretary of the T reasury W indom, an­ 
nouncing th a t Captain Leonard G. Shepard, of 
th e R ichard Rush, now stationed at San F ran­ 
cisco, had been ordered to W ashington at once 
to take the po itiuu of ch ief of the revenue m a ­ 
rine division. 
“ This appointm ent will m eet w ith th e un i­ 
versal approval of the m en in the service,” said 
one of the officers. 
“The is no more popular of­ 
ficer in the service th an C aptain Shepard.” 
“ W hat is th e n ature oi the position?” was 
asked by a reporter. 
“The Chief of Division is the com m anding of­ 
ficer of the entire service. 
He give? orders to 
th e revenue vessels o f the Governm ent, and has 
u nder him a large force of officers and m en." 
“Then the appointm ent is a prom otion for 
C aptain Shepard ?” 
“Certainly, for it is the highest honor he could 
obU iu in his ow n particular service—a position, 
too, th a t no other officer in th e service has ever 
been given, 
it has béen the rule heretofore to 
give th e place to a civilian, and Shepard is the 
fird exception ” 
“ W hat is the secret of his exception ?” 
‘ It is twofold. T he ability and popularity of 
Shepard, and his friendship w ith Commodore 
B atem an, the banker.” 
Your concspondent was then told a rom ance 
in th e relationship of these two m en. 
W hen 
Captain Shepard was a boy he ran aw ay from 
hom e, entered the revenue m arine service and 
steadily rose to his present position. Several 
years ago he was stationed near W ashington, 
au d there m et Batem an, then a young m an who 
was alm ost poverty-s ricken. 
Shepard, out of 
the bigness of his heart, did everything pocsi 
ble for Bateman, and it was n *t lonsr before the 
sharp young m an “caught on” in W ashington 
and m ade money. 
Then he m oved to New York, becam e one of 
the m ost prom inent W all-street m en. and is 
now worth m illions of dollars, has a m ost ele­ 
gant place and his ow n steam yacht. He and 
W indom are fast friends, for Batem an is a 
prom inent R epublican, and so w hen an ap­ 
pointm ent for ibis place was to be m ade, Bate- 
roan w ent to W ashington a&d asked th at it be 
giveu to the friend who had helped him m any 
years ago. ‘V hepard,” concluded the offic.-r,

31st, w hen m ost all would be on hand 
This 
now leaves the comr-any w ithout a dollar debt, 
w hen th is tim e last year it bad 81,2UO,OOj float­ 
ing. 
T he com pany now has in h an d 85,000,000 cash 


to expend in repairs and im provem ents, and 
extensive w ork- in this line are to be begun im­ 
m ediately. This is besides the 89,000 000 new 
general moitgriges provided for. w hich together 
leaves a cash capital of 83/00,000, leaving the 
fixed charges conservatively below w hat thev 
can earn in th e very worst v- ars. 
It s said the p eparing of this schem e is a gi­ 
g antic undertaking, necessitating the constant 
work of a sm all array of m athem aticians from 
Septem ber 25th to O ctober 15th to woric out the 
assurance th a t the proposition would b« a suc­ 
cess if adopted. The t ew bonds w ill begin to 
be delivered to-m orrow m orning by th e three 
bank-note com panies of New York m aking 
them , and th e work of signing them will at once 
be begun. 
They will be in the hand? of holders before 
the 1st of January. Those who get them bv the 
1st will be paid upon th e piesentat on of cou­ 
pons thereon, but all who have not received the 
b?nds w ill be paid upon pre entation of th eir 
Union Trust Com pany’s certificates, so indorse­ 
m ents m ay be m ade upon the backs of such. 
By th e consolidation of duties a num ber of 
officers and em ployes have been di charged re­ 
cently and a big saving m ade. This, w ith bat­ 
tering reports of au increase of traffic m akes 
th e situation most promising.

W h a t E ffect it lia s on th e A m erican 
R esid en ts ot C hina. 


N e w Y o r k , Decem ber 16th.—l h e attack on 
the Chinese Restriction Act continues. Resolu­ 
tions recently adopted by the New York Cham ­ 
ber of Commerce are now supplem ented by the 
publication of a com m unication to th e same 
body from Russel *fc Co. 
The com m unication sets forth u nder date of 
Canton, Novem ber 7th, th a t infoim ation has 
been asked^ for by the questions propounded by 
the New York C ham ber of Commerce. There 
are three question.?: 
The first is w hether Am er­ 
ican interests In C hina are suffering by reason 
o f th e restriction law; the second is, w hat are 
the m oral, m ental and ph vsi cal c h a ra c te rs ties 
of th a tc laE so f the Chinese population w hich, 
by th e law , i? excluded from the United State.?, 
and the th ird is, is it your opinion th at the ad ­ 
m ission of th e above-m entioned class would 
eventu illy prove injurious to th e people o f the 
United States an d its institutions, aud if not, do 
you th in k th e adm ission of this class of Chi­ 
nese would be a benefit, and iu w hat way 7 
Russell & Co. say in substance to the first 
question th a t they attach little im portance to 
the rum ored boycott of A m erican m erchandise 
at Shanghai; th a t w hile the railroad p an t for 
new railw ays in N orth C hina has been ordered 
from Europe, the reason probably is th at Eu­ 
ropean m aterials erst 1 ss than in Canton. 
We can point to no direct tangible suffering in­ 
flicted on A m erican interests because o f the 
law ; bu t th e hostility of the Chinese, while 
th°y w ill buy a n y th in g suited to th eir needs, 
w ithout regard to its origin, has been increased 
by reason of A m erican legislation. 
This legislation is felt by the ruling c lasre. 
keenly; now th is displeasure is shown is as fol­ 
lows: A m ericans are denied the right to reside 
in the Interior, although none yet are pre­ 
vented from doing so. 
The passage of kero­ 
sene to th e iuterior u nder a t am it pass is re­ 
fused because of Am erican Ugislatiou. 


T H E IN F L U E N Z A . 


T h e S y m p tom s o f th e D isea se and Its 
P ro p er T rea tm en t. 


N e w Y o r k , D ecem ber 16th — Dr Edson, of 
th e H ealth Board, to-day reported th a t there 
had beeu discovered in this city eight cases of 
the foreign infiuenz?. The first’ victim was a 
young lady, w ho was taken dow n on Thursday 
last. It is supposed she contracted the disease 
from a fam ily who returned from Europe a few 
Jays 8go. 
lle r first sym ptom s was vertigo, 
speedily 
followed 
by headache and « hills. 
Then she becam e deathly sick w ith pains in 
her lim bs and muscles. This was succeeded by 
bronchial catarrh, soreness 
of 
th ro at 
and 
toughing, followed by a li gh fever and an ex­ 
ceedingly rapid pulse, w hich at tim es reached 
120 to th e m iuute. 
Since then seven o th er m em bers of the family 
have been a lt-ek ed by the disease. The health 
officers say it is not dangerous, but :f i; becomes 
epidem ic all ca es w.ll be quarantined. 
The treatm ent is to spray th e affected m em ­ 
brane freely and frequently w ith a solution of 
quinine and in tern al adm inistration (if quinine, 
belladonna and cam phor.

T h e Mississippi jury that found as a 
verdict that Sullivan and Kilrain did not 
fight a prize-fight, should be engaged by 
some wide-awake manager for exhibition 
as the champion curiosity when the 
W orld’s Fair of 1892 opens. It will prove 
a drawing-card. 
If two men who meet in 
a ring, and fight with bare knuckles for 
two hours for a prize, do not engage in a 
prize-fight, 
then 
Xoah 
Webster, 
I)r. 
Walker, Johnson, Stromonth, Nuttall and 
the whole list of lexicographers are in er­ 
ror as to the true meaning of the term. 
The jury said, in excuse, that the contest 
was “a friendly o n e n o prize-fight has 
ever been held to necessarily involve un­ 
friendliness between the contestants. They 
batter and kill one another, not for enmity 
or because they have any provocation, 
other than that of the reward offered to 
the victor, and the share of the gate-money 
that is given to the defeated, to salve his 
wounds. The Mississippi jury found Ivil- 
rain guilty of assault and battery ; but if 
it was a friendly contest, then there could 
not have entered into it the vicious intent 
which is the essence of crime. 
The prob­ 
able truth is that the jurors did not intend 
from the outset to obey the law and to re­ 
spect 
oaths. 
They proposed to let 
the bruisers understand that in that State 
they will not he held to felonious offend­ 
ing under the law prohibiting prize-fight­ 
ing, and they have succeeded. 
Kilrain is 
to pay a fine of $250, and spend a couple 
of months in jail. But he has appealed; 
put up a thousand-dollar bond and left the 
State, and that will be the end of the case. 
H e will not return to take his punishment 
should the Supreme Court deny his appeal- 
H e will forfeit his bail, and so the farce 
will close. It all amounts to just this, and 
nothing more, that for the sum of $1,000, 
paid by each of the contestants, the people 
of Mississippi will let ground for prize­ 
fighting. 
It is a cheap penalty, and will 
make the territory of that commonwealth 
a favorite field for the bruising mills of the 
future, for it must be assumed that in no 
other case will a Mississippi panel of jurors 
violate the precedent just set, and pnnish 
others more severely than has been done 
in the case of the two champion nose- 
smashers of the day. 


T h a t there is no verdict of “hanging” 
in the Cronin case may create some sur­ 
prise. 
But we are prepared to say that 
the verdict of the jury should not be 
assailed. The testimony was wholly cir­ 
cumstantial, and we must assume that the 
jury was the best judge of the facts laid 
before it. It is probable that it was a 
compromise with some jurors who enter­ 
tained a doubt as to the degree of guilt of 
some of the prisoners, or of all of them. 
Certainly the verdict of imprisonment for 
life of a portion, and for a short term of 
another of the prisoners—but one being ac­ 
quitted—justifies the belief that the jury 
considered that the defendants were not 
alone in the conspiracy to murder; that 
back of them was the inner ring or “tri­ 
angle” of the Clan-na Gael. Such is the 
judgment also of the great mass of the 
American people, and it is so emphatic 
that it will serve to put a wholesome 
check upon these secret political agencies 
organized for the purposes of unlawful 
activity. From this time forward it mu-1 
be understood tiiat such organizations are 
public enemies.

TROUBLESOME SANDS. 


As In F o rm e r Y ears, th e y F o rm W h ere 
th e R iv er B re a k s A w ay. 
W hen the American river was in the 
habit of running its surplus waters over 
the country back of Yolo, for several suc­ 
cessive seasons, by cutting across the Sacra­ 
m ento at the form er’s point of debouch­ 
ment, a bank of debris and sand formed 
in the Sacramento below the point of coa- 
of the two rivers, but was washed out 
when the river resumed its natural chan­ 
nel. The same result is now noticeable 
below the break in the Yolo levee, at the 
Payne ranch—the diversion of the current 
out into the tule basin is causing a bench 
of sand to form in the channel. This is 
the natural result of an interruption of the 
current, and has always occurred in the 
vicinity of levee-breaks during high water. 
It is possible that this formation may 
cause steamboats some difficulty until the 
river falls sufficiently for the main body of 
the water to llow between its natural banks, 
when ol course the bank of 6and will be 
cut ont. There can be no help for the 
formation of such a bar while the water 
remains so high that the bulk of it runs 
00 at right angles into the tule basin.

THE DENNERYS AGAIN. 


B oth A re Now C ited to A p p ear for Con­ 
te m p t o f C ourt. 
The Dennery insolvency case has been 
an interesting as well as a complicated 
affair since its beginning, but now it is 
reaching a white heat. 
A. Dennery, the crockery dealer, was 
about to fail in business some m onths ago, 
when his wife, H annah Deanery, brought 
suit 
against 
him and recovered judg­ 
m ent for about $12,500. claiming that her 
money was involved in the business. She 
bad an execution levied by Sheriff Mc­ 
Mullen upon D enneiy’s stock of goods in 
the store" at 516 J street. The Sheriff was 
about to sell the property to satisfy Mrs. 
Dennery’s judgment, when some of Den- 
nery’s San Francisco creditors got wind of 
the m atter and petitioned the Superior 
Court of this county to declare Dennery in­ 
solvent. In the insolvency proceedings an 
order was m ade by the Court restraining 
the Sheriff from selling the property until 
the question as to the legality of Mrs. 
D eanery's judgm ent should be determined. 
Then Mrs. Dennery applied to Judge Van 
Fleet for a writ of m andate to compel the 
Sheriff to proceed under the writ, and 
sell the property. The application was 
denied. Then Mrs. Dennery brought suit 
ijcfw,. Jo Jap A rmntrnne aeainst the Sheriff 
for $10,000 damages for not selling tbe 
property as it was his intention to do be 
fore receiving the restraining order from 
the Court. 
This was the condition of affairs when 
Judge Arm strong took his seat on the 
bench yesterday. 
Sheriff McMullen had notified the Court 
that he had been sued by Mrs. Dennery for 
not violating the order of the Court, and 
the latter took tbe m atter under consider­ 
ation. Yesterday Judge Armstrong issued 
au order citing lian n ah Dennery to appear 
before him on Friday and show cause why 
she should not be punished for contempt 
of Court, having, as the Sheriff set forth, en­ 
deavored to compel him to violate the or­ 
der of the Court. 
A. DeDnery, too, cam e in for a share of 
the judicial w rath, and was also cited to 
appear and show cause w hy h e should not 
be punished for contem pt, it having been 
found th a t he had n o t tiled a schedule and 
inventory according to law , of his assets 
and liabilities. 
It is said that there will be more inter­ 
esting developments in the m atter before 
Friday.

CITY TRUSTEES. 


ANOTHER ELECTEIC LIGHT COMPANY 
WANTS A FEANCHISE. 


P ro te s t A g ain st L easin g M ore o f th e City 


F ro n t—Citizens* S treet I m ­ 
p ro v em en t C om pany. 


T he regular weekly meetiDg of the City 
Trustees was held yesterday. 
Present, 
M ayor Gregory and Trustees M cLaughlin 
and Wolf. 
T he City W ater W orks Engineer reported 
that during the week 18,280,500 gallons of 
w ater were used, the H olly pum p running 
168 hours. 
W . C. Clark presented a petition on be­ 
h alf of L. L. Baker, J oseph D. Redding, 
Robert M. H am ilton, C. F. Fargo and H. 
G. Sm ith, asking to be granted a franchise 
for erecting masts and conduits for electric 
light wires and for m aintaining an electric 
light system in this city. 
Mr. Clark replied, in answer to a ques­ 
tion by Trustee McLaughlin, that if his 
oompany (the W estinghouse) should re­ 
ceive the contract for providing the city 
with electric lights, it would be able to go 
into operation w ithin sixty days. 
Antone King was awarded the contract 
for improving Twelfth street, from B to C, 
E to F, F to G and G to H streets, the grad­ 
ing not tobe commenced until March next. 
The 
ordinance 
heretofore introduced 
granting to the Sacramento Transportation 
Company a fifteen-years’ lease of wharf- 
room on Front street, running seventy feet 
Southward from the north line of O street, 
was read the first time and laid over, under 
the rule, for one week. 
The following remonstrance was pre­ 
sented : 
To the Hon. Mayor and Board of Trustees of the 
City of Sacramento— G e n tle m e n * : In view o f the 
very limited and practically insufficient amount 
of river frontage now left under direct control 
of the city, suited to commercial purposes and 
open to general public use, the undersigned, 
citizens, merchants and taxpayers, respectfully 
but earnestly protest and remonstrate against 
any further diversion thereof by lease, fran­ 
chise oro'herw ise, to private parties or to cor­ 
porations for any purpose, or upon any pretense 
whatever. 
(Signed): Bassett & Minford, A. Mendies, Cap­ 
ital Soap Company, Friend & Terry Lumber 
Company, W. F. Frazer, W. R. Knights & Co., 
Huniington-Hopkins Company, Pioneer Box 
Company, Richards & Knox, Henry Burnham, 
W hittier, Fuller A Co , Fe.ter, Son .S Co., Jones 
& Givens, A. & A. Heilbron, Holbrook, Merrill 
A Stetson, Sinclair Manufacturing Company, 
Booth A Co., Baker A Hamilton. 
John Stephens also verbally protested 
against the granting of a lease of the water­ 
front to any parties. He said it would 
am ount to a practical prohibition of others 
engaged in river commerce, as but one 
block ef the city front remains open to the 
public. The great lum ber companies re­ 
quired landing-room, and to grant away 
the only rem aining portion of the river 
front would work a great hardship to these 
companies. These companies remove their 
lumber as fast as it is received, and incum ­ 
ber the river front as little as possible. 
Again, it is proposed to establish a coal- 
screfn’ng depot at this wharf, which would 
be very objectionable. 
Captains Dwyer and Roberts appeared on 
behalf of the Transportation Company and 
urged that the wharf lease asked for would 
be in the interest of the city. 
T he Board expressed a desire th at all 
persons interested in the matter, one way 
or the other, should appear at the next 
m eeting and present their views on the 
subject. 
Elwood 
Bruner appeared 
before the 
Board on behalf of D. M. Cox, who had 
been given the contract two weeks ago, to 
grade K street, from Twenty-sixth to T hir­ 
ty-first, but which contract was last week 
rescinded, and asked that the former order 
■ 
f the Board be reinstated. Mr. Cox had 
£ut in a low bid for the work because he 
could do a portion of the work cheaper now 
than after the street should get hard. 
The Board granted Mr. Cox’s request to 
be allowed to proceed w ith his contract. 
I’. H . Kusseil and others appeared and 
presented a dem and for $10 against the city 
for windows broken in the Seventh-street 
M. E. Church by bovs playing ball in the 
alley. They said the police were unable to 
protect the property, because the alleys 
were not included in the anti-ball-playing 
ordinance. 
The Board took the m atter under advise­ 
m ent for one week. 
Mayor Gregory called attention to the 
fact that W. S. Mesick had not yet con­ 
structed the sidewalk ordered on the north 
side of I street, between Third and Fourth, 
and the Board ordered that work on a tem ­ 
porary sidewalk be commenced within a 
week, and that by April next a stone side­ 
w alk m ust be laid. 
The matter of the delay of Mr. Bailey in 
building the sidewalk on the Postoffice 
property was referred to the Street Com­ 
missioner, to report next week. 
Trustee McLaughlin said he understood 
that Mr. Bailey had let the contract some 
weeks ago, but that the weather had pre­ 
vented the contractor from going ahead 
with the work. 
Mr. Carlaw appeared and entered a com­ 
plaint that water was allowed to stand in 
low lots beyond R Btreet. 
Sanitary Inspector Starr was asked by 
the Mayor if he had not been charged with 
the duty o f seeing ihat all lo w lo t3 were 
filled 
Mr. Starr replied that the ordinance had 
no effect beyond R street. 
Trustee W oif then moved that the ordi­ 
nance be amended so as to include the en­ 
tire city, and it was so ordered. 
M ayor Gregory reported, in regard to the 
city advertising contract, that State Printer 
Y oung could not serve with the committee, 
and O. B. Turrill, foreman of the State 
Office, was selected to aid the committee in 
determ ining which was the lowest bid 
oflered. 
T he Mayor said that in regard to the 
supplies for the city jail he found that a 
schedule had been furnished which did not 
include more than one-third the provisions 
used in the jail. 
On his motion, the jail authorities were 
to be required to furnish a schedule to 
cover all the supplies needed. 
Messrs. F. E. Ray and C. A. Luhrs ap 
peared before the Board and asked that 
street improvement be suspended until the 
citizens' company (the purpose of which 
has been fully explained in the R ecobd- 
V kiok) can get to work. 
Mr. Ray said 
they had now received sixty-five names 
and more were promised. 
Mr. Frank 
M iller bad given it as his opinion that five 
hundred subscribers could bs got, and that 
there would be no difficulty in securing 
$50.000 capital to help the company in its 
operations. Mr. Ray said they had learned 
that earth could be had for ten cents a load 
and granite for thirty cents, at least one- 
half of what it now costs. The company 
proposed to go right ahead and grade every 
street in the city, if possible. 
There was 
no reason why the city should not have 
the best of streets, and at a low cost. The 
remedy was now at hand, and the citizens 
who had started this movement were de­ 
term ined to push it along until the city’s 
streets were graded from one end to the 
other. 
In the course of his rem arks Mr. Ray 
also stated that the committee soliciting 
signatures was frequently m et w ith the as­ 
sertion that the Trustees would not favor 
the project, but rather be disposed to re­ 
tard it. 
This rem ark caused Mayor Gregory t i 
express his unqualified approval of the 
work of the citizens engaged in the move­ 
m ent, as also did Trustees M cLaughlin and 
Wolf, and on motion of the Mayor the 
Board form ally extended its encourage­ 
m ent in the m atter.

THE WEATHER. 


J a c k F ro st P ay s T his L ocality a V isit— 
T h e E rra tic B a ro m eter. 
The Signal Service reports show the ba­ 
rom eter falling yesterday afternoon and 
evenine, it having fallen from 30 23 inches 
at 5 a . m . to 30.10 inches at 5 p . m ., a fall o* 
.13 of an inch, with “ horse latitude” 
w inds—that is, winds of very light velocity 
and in direction from all points of the com­ 
pass. The heavy or kiiling frost was ob­ 
served yesterday m orning with a m inim um 
tem perature at the Signal Office of 3S°, 
which was undoubtedly five or six degrees 
warm er than either Mr. G errish’s or Cap­ 
tain Foster’s m inim um thermometers. 
The tem perature in this city at 5 a . m . 
and 5 p. m. yesterday was 41° and 43°, re­ 
spectively, while the highest and lowest 
was 52° and 38°, with hazy weather and 
variable winds. 
The highest and lowest temperature for 
the same date last year was 63° and 50°.

The burating of the boom bubble in Los 
Angeles seems to have soured some of the 
people down there, who apparently think 
that this end of the State has been the 
cause of all their woe. 
Last evening 
Messrs. W illiam Johnston and George W. 
Hancock, members of the Commission 
who received and entertained the delegates 
to the National Grange during the latter's 
visit to the State, were seen by a R ecord- 
U kion reporter and asked regarding the 
reliability of a statem ent m ade by the Los 
Angeles Times, charging that the Grangers 
had been m anipulated in tbe interest of 
Northern and Central California. 
The 
Times' statem ent was as follows : 


THE N. C. B.’S WORK. 
There was a good deal of quiet comment 
among the visiting Grangers last night after 
they returned from their excursion, about the 
m anner in which they had been manipulated 
by the Northern Citrus Belt managers in the in­ 
terest of that section, aud against Southern Cal­ 
ifornia, aud the more they talked the more in­ 
dignant they became. 
A Times reporter saw 
two or three promiuent members of the Order 
at the Natick House last evening, who ex­ 
pressed themselves very freely about the way 
they had been treated. 
They said that, on 
several occasions, they had been carried away 
to small towns, where they were kept all day, 
and intim ated that everything possible was 
done to throw discredit on the lower end of the 
State. 
The manager of the affair, Hancock, 
they said, did nothing for the accommodation 
of the visitors, and would hardly answer any 
questions In regard to Southern California. 
They had come out on the invitation of the 
Masters of their Granges, who stated that 810,­ 
000 had been appropriated by the State Legisla­ 
ture for their entertainment, 
Hancock, they 
said, had looked out lor his friends; but the 
balance of them had to pay their way, except 
where the citizens of the towns entertained 
them. 
On the train coming down they were fre­ 
quently advised to be on the lookout for the 
people of Los Angeles, who would try to make 
them believe that this was a great place, but 
that they must not believe what they heard, 
and after they arrived a committee started 
out to see what hotel accommodations could 
be had, for it bad been told that S8 a day 
would be charged. Most of the delegates were 
especially severe on Hancock’s management, 
aud said that no provision had been made lor 
Los Angeles, they having been told that the 
programme ended here, and that they would 
nave to look out for themselves. The delegates, 
however, expressed themselves as more than 
pleased with tbeir reception here, and said that 
the country is the best they have j et soeD, and 
they were only sorry that so much time had 
been wasted in the northern part of the State, 
which could have been spent so profitably in 
Los Angeles and the immediate vicinity. 
RIDICULOUSLY FALSE. 
Messrs. Hancock and Johnston said they 
had read the article in the Los Angeles 
paper, and it was absolutely false. There 
are five Congressional Districts 
in the 
State outside of the one of which Los An­ 
geles is the center, and in all these other 
districts the National Grangers spent nine 
days, while in the Sixth District alone five 
days were spent. True, they were not all 
spent in the city of Los Angeles, as the 
points visited dewn there included River­ 
side. San Diego and other places of in­ 
terest. 
“Moreover,” said Mr. Hancock, “here is 
a letter I have received from Grand Lect­ 
urer W hitehead, of the National Grange, 
replying directly to that article in the 
Times. You may publish it if you wish, 
just to show the utter falsity of the charges 
made by the paper named. It should be 
sufficient to set at rest all such scandalous 
assertions.” 


LECTURER WHITEHEAD’S REJOINDER.

A s 
we are rolliue homewards towards the rising 
sun, with a little time to think and read over 
the crowded events of our grand pilgrimage 
through California, I have been pained to read 
the inclosed items, which I clip from the Times 
(Los Angeles, December 3 ,1SS9), and I at once, 
on behalf of the National Grange (and I know 
every delegate will sustain me in the same), 
hasten to pronouce the statements made as not 
borne out by the facts, unkind and false in 
every particular.

Brother Hancock, rest assured that you and 
the other members of your committee have the 
sincere and heartfelt thanks of every delegate 
of the National Grange and of its visitors, be 
sides, for the able and impartial m anner in 
which you have managed this notable excur­ 
sion, and expended the money of the State for 
the greatest good ot all concerned, and we can 
never forget the boundless hospitality of the 
good people in all parts of your Golden State.

SEAL FISH E R IES. 
They are to be A dvertised aud Let to 
th e Best B idder. 
Washington, December 16 h.—Secretary of 
the Treasury Windom has decided to refuse a 
renewal of the lease to the Alaska Commercial 
Company, which, since lb70, has had a monop­ 
oly of the Alaska seal fishing to the exclusion of 
all other seal hunters. Secretary Windom has 
decided to throw ¡he privilege open to general 
competition. He will advertise for bids and 
will lease to the highest bidder or any company 
which will give the largest sum and guarantee 
to the Government. 
By an Act of the last Congress the Secretary 
was authorized to renew the lease of the old 
company or to give the privilege to whom he 
pleased. The matter has been given careful 
consideration by the Secretary and his advisers 
for two weeks to almost the total exclusion of 
other matters. 
Solicitor Hepburn a d Attorney General 
Miller were asked lor their legal opinions, and 
decided that under the Act of Congress the Sec­ 
retary had full power to renew the old lease 
without bids ana could use bis own judgment. 
Advertisements will be issued for publication 
iu a few days when the form of contract has 
been fully decided upon. Jt will undoubtedly 
be like that under which the Alaska Company 
has been working since 1870. The new con­ 
tractors will be required to furnish the natives 
employed iu the fisheries with all materials fur 
curing iheir winter supply of meat, and to give 
forty tons of coal to each village on the Islauds 
of at Paul and s-t. George. More than thi-, ihe 
comnany must maintain schools for the Judian 
children on these two islands, and must kill 
only a certain number of seals each year. 
While the Treasury Department has been 
considering this view of the matter, the Secre­ 
tary of State has bceu at work hoping to make 
pacific arrangem ent with the Inglish Foreign 
Affairs Office to give bidders a feeling of secur­ 
ity and a warrant that their righ s will be pro­ 
tected.
